Could  Still  Happen

San  Francisco  Planning  Department 
officials  have  expanded  their  road 
map  for  pedestrian  space  in  Noe  Valley. 
Although  a  proposed  plaza  that  would 
close  part  of  Noe  Street  is  still  on  the 
table,  planners  say  they  are  considering 
other  ideas  as  well,  such  as  the  temporary 
closure  of  Noe  on  weekends,  closure  of 
only  half  the  street,  or  smaller  “parklets” 
on  24th  Street.  • 

The  public  can  review  all  the  options 
at  the  next  community  meeting,  planned 
for  June,  said  David  Alumbaugh,  the  act¬ 
ing  director  of  citywide  planning  for  the 
Planning  Department.  The  date  of  the 
workshop  will  be  set  after  traffic  studies 
are  analyzed,  he  said. 

A  storm  of  suggestions  and  a  cloud  of 
opposition  expressed  at  the  first  neigh¬ 
borhood  meeting  April  8  may  have  al¬ 
tered  the  original  plan  to  try  out  a  pedes¬ 
trian  plaza  that  would  span  Noe  Street 
south  of  24th  Street  for  about  60  feet.  The 
experiment  is  part  of  Pavement  to  Parks, 
a  city  program  that  endeavors  to  turn 
roadway  into  pedestrian  space  at  mini¬ 
mal  cost.

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Community  members,  elected  offi¬ 
cials,  and  members  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Police  Department  will  gather  at 
Metropolitan  Community  Church,  150 
Eureka  Street,  on  June  9  at  3  p.m.  to  re¬ 
member  the  life  of  Patrol  Special  Police 
Officer  Jane  Ellen  Warner. 

Warner,  a  friendly  and  stable  force  of 
safety  and  security  throughout  the  Castro, 
Mission,  and  Noe  Valley  neighborhoods, 
lost  her  more  than  yearlong  battle  against 
ovarian  cancer  on  May  8.  She  was  53. 

Warner  died  at  her  home  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  with  her  mother,  Carol  Warner; 
wife,  Dawn  Warner;  and  close  friend 
Michelle  Ourlian  at  her  side. 

A  procession  to  the  memorial  service 
will  begin  at  2:30  p.m.  on  the  northeast 
corner  at  Castro  and  Market.  Two  recep¬ 
tions  will  follow  the  service,  one  at  the 
Cafe,  2369  Market  Street,  and  another  at 
440  Castro,  440  Castro  Street. 

The  rainbow  flag  at  Harvey  Milk  Plaza 
will  be  flown  at  half  mast  that  day  in 
honor  of  Warner,  and  the  Sisters  of  Per¬ 
petual  Indulgence  will  perform  a  special 
blessing. 

Warner,  who  was  known  as  “Officer 
Jane”  along  her  Castro  and  24th  Street  pa¬ 
trols,  was  a  lifelong  peace  officer  who 
loved  law  enforcement,  in  particular 
community  policing. 

For  20  years,  she  enjoyed  walking  her 
beats,  smiling  and  joking  with  merchants 
and  residents  while  petting  dogs  and

the  way  of  progress.  Bicyclists  give  her 
rude  hand  gestures,  and  other  supposed 
neighbors  call  her  names  to  her  face. 

If  there  is  a  reason  that  Noe  Valley  (and 
indeed  the  City  of  San  Francisco)  is 
unique,  is  special,  it  is  because  of  the  fam¬ 
ilies  like  that  of  Michael  J.  McFadden, 
M.D.  |  Mary  McFadden’s  father].  These 
new  arrivals  have  little  understanding  of 
the  history  and  continuity  of  this  neigh¬ 
borhood  and  thus  little  understanding  of 
why  the  opinion  of  a  Mary  McFadden 
should  be  valued. 

Years  back,  on  a  random  weekday  af¬ 
ternoon,  one  could  find  men  sitting  in 
Finnegan’s  Wake  [ now  the  Valley  Tavern  ] 
while  waiting  for  Dr.  McFadden’s  recep¬ 
tionist  to  call  them  next  door  for  their  ap¬ 
pointment.  If  the  men  weren't  working, 
they  weren’t  charged.  These  people’s 
lives  evolved  in  what  was  a  true  neigh¬ 
borhood,  when  churches  and  cultural  cen¬ 
ters  and  recreational  activities  gave  focus 
to  the  families. 

The  proposed  street  plaza  will  do  little 
more  than  mimic  benches  at  any  mall 
food  court. 

These  new  folk  see  Noe  Valley  as  a 
bedroom  community,  a  place  to  sleep  af¬ 
ter  the  commute  down  the  peninsula,  folk 
that  can  afford  to  live  here  because  of  that 
job  somewhere  else  and  who  will  move 
away  when  that  job  is  eliminated  in  the 
inevitable  mergers  and  buyouts  of  the  in¬ 
dustries  down  there. 

But  meantime  these  folk  can  appar¬ 
ently  impress  their  friends  at  work  with 
how  they  are  “a  little  bit  special"  because 
they  reside  in  Noe  Valley,  without  ever 
knowing  that  there  actually  were  people 
who  once  made  Noe  Valley  special.

providing  helpful  safety  advice. 

A  journalist  as  well,  Warner  wrote  a 
“Crime  and  Punishment”  column  for  the 
Bay  Area  Reporter.  She  also  contributed 
a  monthly  crime  log  to  the  Noe  Valley 
Voice  from  2007  to  2009. 

“She  was  ever  so  sweet,  caring,  and  ap¬ 
preciative  of  the  Noe  Valley  community,” 
said  Bernadette  Melvin,  owner  of 
Bernie’s  coffee  shop  on  24th  Street. 
Melvin  said  Warner  was  well  known  by 
Bernie’s  customers  and  staff. 

“She  knew  us  all  by  name,”  said 
Melvin.  “We  relied  on  her  for  safety  and 
general  community  information.” 

Noe  Valley  merchants'hired  Warner  to 
supplement  policing  on  24th  and  other 
neighborhood  streets. 

Warner’s  business  was  more  than  a 
business — it  was  a  passion,  said  Jim 
Hammer,  commissioner  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Police  Commission. 

“This  was  not  just  a  job  to  her,  she  truly 
cared  for  all  of  us,"  echoed  Melvin.  “She 
will  be  dearly  missed." 

No  one  knows  this  better  than  San 
Francisco  Police  Officer  Lorraine  Lom¬ 
bardo,  who  shared  the  Castro  and  Noe 
Valley  turf  with  Warner  for  17  years.  In 
recent  years,  the  two  would  meet  for  cof¬ 
fee  at  Bernie’s  to  exchange  information 
about  the  24th  Street  beat,  she  said. 

“I’m  pretty  upset  about  Jane.”  said 
Lombardo,  noting  that  there  was  a 
makeshift  shrine  to  Warner  at  Mission 
Station,  where  they  were  both  based. 
“She  was  my  ‘beat  buddy.’” 

Lombardo  recalled  Warner’s  special 
touch  with  shopkeepers,  neighbors,  chil¬ 
dren,  and  especially  dogs.

She  always  “carried  dog  treats  in  her 
pocket,"  said  Lombardo.  “She  had  a  huge 
heart  for  animals.” 

Warner  was  very  involved  in  any  res¬ 
cue  situation,  pet  or  resident,  said  Lom¬ 
bardo.  She  recalled  an  incident  where 
Warner  went  out  of  her  way  to  help  a  gen¬ 
tleman  obtain  the  substance  abuse  serv¬ 
ices  he  needed. 

“1  always  respected  her,”  said  Lom¬ 
bardo.  “1  will  miss  her  and  so  will  her 
family  and  the  community.” 

Warner  ^represented  the  epitome  of 
community  policing,”  said  District  8  Su¬ 
pervisor  Bevan  Dufty.  “Jane  was  such  an 
active  and  importanl  presence  in  the  Cas¬ 
tro  and  Noe  Valley.  Her  passing  touches 
all  of  us.” 


On  May  17,  Dufty  proposed  a  resolu¬ 
tion  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the 
new  plaza  at  17th  and  Castro,  across  the 
street  from  Harvey  Milk  Plaza,  be  named 
Jane  Warner  Plaza. 

Warner  was  diagnosed  with  ovarian 
cancer  in  late  2008.  In  spite  of  the  diag¬ 
nosis,  she  continued  to  manage  her  city- 
chartered  police  service  business  most  of 
2009  and  returned  to  walking  her  beats 
later  that  year  after  medical  professionals 
diagnosed  her  as  cancer-free. 

Warner  started  her  career  in  law  en¬ 
forcement  as  a  deputy  sheriff  in  Hawaii 
in  1983,  after  obtaining  her  degree  in 
criminal  justice  from  Chaminade  Univer¬ 
sity  in  Hawaii.  Three  years  later,  she  be¬ 
came  an  undercover  police  officer  for  the 
Honolulu  Police  Department  and  was 
honored  with  high  merits.  Warner  moved 
to  California  and  joined  the  San  Anselmo 
Police  Department.  In  1993,  she  was 
hired  by  Patrol  Special  Police  Officer 
Serge  White,  who  owned  the  Castro  and 
Noe  Valley  beats. 

During  her  two  decades  as  a  patrol  spe¬ 
cial  police  officer,  Warner  was  honored 
with  many  commendations  from  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department,  District  At¬ 
torney’s  Office,  Police  Commission, 
Board  of  Supervisors,  California  State 
Senate,  and  merchants  groups,  including 
the  Noe  Valley  Merchants  and  Profes¬ 
sionals  Association.  The  week  after  her 
death,  Dufty  and  Hammer  marked  her 
service  to  San  Francisco  by  adjourning 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Police 
Commission  meetings  in  her  memory. 

Warner  became  president  of  the  San 
Francisco  Patrol  Special  Police  Officers’ 
Association,  advocating  on  behalf  of  the 
private  policing  service,  in  2005.  She  was 
a  regular  fixture  at  many  community, 
merchant,  and  resident  meetings,  learning 
about  community  needs  and  providing  in¬ 
formation  about  neighborhood  policing, 


patrol  special  police,  and  safety. 

Warner  was  born  Nov.  7,  1956,  the 
youngest  of  three  sisters,  and  raised  in 
White  Salmon,  Washington.  Warner’s 
sisters  fondly  remember  their  younger 
sister  lobbying  her  school  and  public  of¬ 
ficials  on  various  issues  throughout  her 
childhood. 

In  April,  Warner’s  family  handed  over 
management  of  Warner’s  beats  to  Melissa 
Handman,  which  was  her  wish. 

“It  is  my  deepest  wish,  as  well  as  the 
wish  of  the  merchants  we  serve,  that  the 
patrol  special  community  police  work 
continues  in  the  future,”  Warner  said  in  a 
statement  the  week  prior  to  her  passing. 

In  between  tears.  Dawn  Warner 
thanked  the  community  for  its  support 
during  the  family’s  loss  and  time  of  griev¬ 
ing.  Warner’s  sister,  Carol  Lynn  Fitch, 
said  that  Jane  was  cherished  by  family 
and  “loved  beyond  measure.” 

In  lieu  of  flowers,  Warner’s  family 
suggests  that  donations  be  made  in  her 
memory  to  Rocket  Dog  Rescue  (www. 
rocketdogrescue.org),  San  Francisco 
SPCA  ( www.sfspca.org),  or  the  Ovarian

purposeful,’”  said  Alumbaugh, 

Now  under  consideration,  along  with 
the  car-free  plaza,  are  “parklets,”  smaller 
areas  that  displace  parking  spots  to  widen 
the  sidewalk  without  affecting  traffic. 
While  the  department  had  originally  pro¬ 
posed  a  parklet  on  Noe  Street  as  a  possi¬ 
ble  alternative  to  the  plaza,  some  at  the 
April  meeting  suggested  it  should  be 
placed  in  front  of  a  coffee  shop  on  24th 
Street  rather  than  next  to  Starbucks. 

“Maybe  down  around  Martha  and 
Brothers  seems  to  me  like  a  good  place  to 
do  that,”  Alumbaugh  said. 

That  approach  doesn’t  sit  well  with 
Bob  Roddick,  president  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  benefit  district  that  partnered  with  the 
city  on  the  project. 

“The  only  thing  we’ve  endorsed  is  the 
plaza,”  he  said.  That  vote  happened 
months  ago  when  a  P2P  representative 
approached  the  Noe  Valley  Association 
(CBD)  with  a  site  already  chosen  and 
asked  the  group  if  it  would  keep  the  plaza 
clean  and  well  maintained,  he  said. 

“We  were  solicited  by  the  city,  and  we 
agreed  to  what  they  offered,”  said  Rod¬ 
dick  ,  who  is  also  president  of  the  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  Merchants  and  Professionals  Associ¬ 
ation.  In  May,  the  NVMPA  issued  a 
statement  supporting  the  trial  run  of  the 
plaza,  which,  as  first  designed,  would  put 
portable  seating,  potted  plants,  and  other 
landscaping  on  the  Noe  Street  pavement 
for  a  possible  two  to  six  months. 

Roddick,  who  owns  Noe  Valley  Law 
Offices  on  Castro  near  Jersey,  wants  the 
city  to  fulfill  its  commitment  by  moving 
forward  with  the  trial  and  soliciting  com¬ 
munity  opinion  after.  If  people  don’t  like 
it,  it  will  go,  he  said. 

“We’re  not  interested  in  paying  for 
something  no  one  wants,”  he  said.  The 
NVA  — not  the  city  — would  be  responsi¬ 
ble  for  upkeep;  community  stewardship 
is  another  component  of  the  P2P  program . 

Neither  do  expanded  options  sit  well 
with  trial  opponent  Joel  Panzer,  a  Jersey 
Street  resident  who  spoke  out  against 
closing  Noe  at  a  Planning  Commission 
meeting  May  13. 

Panzer,  owner  of  RMC  Real  Manage¬ 
ment  Company  on  Castro  Street,  said  he 


left  the  commission  meeting  understand¬ 
ing  that  the  closure  of  Noe  Street  was  no 
longer  an  option. 

“There  are  no  closures  of  Noe  Street,” 
he  told  the  Voice.  “That’s  totally  out  be¬ 
cause  that’s  what  we  were  promised.” 

In  rare  concordance,  both  Roddick  and 
Panzer  agreed  that  parklets  were  not  in 
the  original  proposal .  They  might  be  nice, 
they  said,  but  they  are  not  what  is  at  stake 
at  the  moment. 

Meanwhile,  in  early  May,  the  Planning 
Department  extended  its  traffic  studies 
around  Noe  Street  to  include  several  in¬ 
tersections  along  the  24th  Street  corridor. 
Wire  cables  were  stretched  across  Noe, 
Jersey,  Elizabeth,  Castro,  and  Sanchez 
streets  to  count  vehicles  at  peak  hours. 

Traffic  engineers  can  make  inferences 
for  a  number  of  [plaza  or  parklet]  sites 
based  on  the  data,  Alumbaugh  said.  He 
said  the  traffic  study  results  and  new  de¬ 
tails  about  a  plaza  or  parklet  trial  would 
be  presented  at  the  June  meeting. 

In  a  May  14  electronic  letter  to  neigh¬ 
bors,  Pavement  to  Parks  head  Andres 
Power  wrote  that  the  department  is  look¬ 
ing  for  an  option  that  will  be  acceptable 
to  the  broadest  cross  section  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

“Even  exploring  the  idea  of  a  tempo¬ 
rary  trial  closure  of  Noe  Street  has  been 
very  disturbing  to  some  in  the  commu¬ 
nity,  when  its  purpose  was  to  test  an  idea 
that  would  bring  the  community  together. 
Especially  in  the  face  of  this  sensitivity, 
we  want  to  reiterate  our  commitment  to 
taking  a  reasoned  and  tempered  approach 
to  seeing  if  there  can  be  consensus  behind 
the  idea  of  a  temporary  trial  closure  of 
Noe  Street  or  some  other  street  in  the 
neighborhood,”  Powers  wrote. 

Achieving  consensus  may  be  an  uphill 
battle.  Opponents  to  the  trial  continued  to 
distribute  window  placards  and  man  a 
table  at  the  Saturday  farmer’s  market  last 
month,  collecting  more  than  500  names 
on  a  petition  to  keep  Noe  open.  Propo¬ 
nents  started  their  own  petition  in  support 
of  the  trial,  which  by  late  May  had  gar¬ 
nered  400  signatures,  said  John  Murphy, 
a  23rd  Street  resident  who  maintains  a  pro¬ 
plaza  blog  ,yesnoevalley.blogspot  .comM

Hayride  and  Petting  Zoo  Get 
Top  Billing  at  the  Summer  Fest

Missed  the  hayride  at  the  Harvest 
Festival  last  October?  Then  be  sure 
to  catch  the  next  stage  on  Saturday,  June 
19,  when  the  horses  return  to  24th  Street 
for  the  inaugural  Noe  Valley  Midsummer 
Festival,  sponsored  by  the  Noe  Valley 
Merchants  and  Professionals  Association. 

Riders  can  hop  aboard  the  horse-drawn 
wagon  anytime  between  3  and  6  p.m., 
starting  at  Walgreen ’s  on  Castro  Street 
near  Jersey.  The  coach  will  travel  east 
along  24th  Street,  then  loop  back  around 
to  the  Castro  junction . 

But  this  will  be  no  usual  spin  around 
the  block,  says  David  Eiland,  co-owner  of 
Just  for  Fun  and  an  association  member. 
The  free  hayride  will  do  pickups  at  two 
other  spots  on  24th  Street,  where  the  mer¬ 
chants  have  corralled  a  bunch  of  fun  ac¬ 
tivities  for  both  children  and  adults. 

“This  is  a  whole  family  event,  and  we 
are  very  excited  to  be  presenting  it  for  the 
first  time,”  says  Eiland. 

Stop  one  will  be  the  Whole  Foods  Mar¬ 
ket  parking  lot,  which  is  hosting  an  or¬ 
ganic  gardening  demonstration.  Along¬ 
side  the  garden  experts  will  be  local 
beekeepers,  who’ll  talk  about  the  bees 
and  share  samples  of  their  honey.  Mean¬ 
while,  kids  can  get  busy  on  creating  a 
sidewalk  mural,  with  free  chalk  provided 
by  the  group  Chalk4Peace. 

Stop  two  will  be  the  Noe  Valley  Min¬ 
istry  parking  lot  (also  known  as  the 
farmer’s  market),  which  will  offer  face¬ 
painting  and  — the  festival’s  big  draw  — a 
petting  zoo. 

Little  Explorers  Mobile  Petting  Zoo 
promises  to  bring  an  assortment  of  ani¬ 


mals  to  pet,  feed,  and  brush.  Don ’t  be  sur¬ 
prised  if  you  see  angora  goats,  baby  doll 
sheep,  miniature  potbelly  pigs,  rabbits, 
guinea  pigs,  chickens,  or  ducks. 

“Animals  are  always  cool,”  says  Ei¬ 
land.  “Kids  of  all  ages  want  to  go  to  a  pet¬ 
ting  zoo.” 

Music  at  the  festival  comes  courtesy  of 
the  teen  girl  band  The  SHE’S,  perform¬ 
ing  in  front  of  Real  Food  Company’s 
storefront  across  from  Whole  Foods .  Two 
roving  musicians,  flamenco  guitarist 
Ryan  Garcia  and  accordion  player  Renee 
de  la  Prade,  will  play  on  the  street  comers. 
Fair  goers  should  be  sure  to  stop  by  Noe 
Valley  Bakery,  which  is  offering  a  free 
cookie  to  celebrate  the  day. 

The  party  is  organized  by  the  associa¬ 
tion’s  newly  formed  events  committee. 
Its  purpose,  says_Eiland,  is  to  energize  the 
neighborhood,  as  well  as  24th  Street. 

“We  want  to  bring  the  Noe  Valley  com¬ 
munity  together.”  he  says.  “[The  festival] 
is  going  to  be  a  very  happy  event  for 
everybody.  Hopefully,  we’ll  have  nice 
weather  too.” 

Committee  member  Cindy  Wilson— of 
Wilson  West,  a  Noe  Valley-based  event 
management  firm  — also  has  volunteered 
her  talents  to  the  day’s  festivities. 

“The  idea  is  to  provide  the  community 
some  fun  activities  while  shopping  on 
24th  Street,”  Wilson  says. 

She  says  -that  in  addition  to  Whole 
Foods  and  Zephyr  Real  Estate,  two  new 
kids  on  the  block  — Circle  Bank  and  La 
Boulange  — have  donated  money  for  the 
event. 

“I  think  they  realize  community  is  a  big 
part  of  the  Noe  Valley  experience,”  Wil¬ 
son  says.  ■

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Sweating  the 
Summer  at  Upper 
Noe  Rec  Center

Parks  across  (he  city  are  bulking  up  to 
slim  down,  due  to  cily  budget  woes 
and  a  staff  reshuffling  at  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department.  At  Upper  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  Recreation  Center  on  Day  Street,  this 
means  park  users  will  see  more  activities 
for  kids  this  summer,  but  fewer  familiar 
faces  in  the  coaching  staff  this  fall. 

On  May  11,  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom 
tripled  the  number  of  cily  wide  camp  and 
swim  class  openings  to  mitigate  the  im¬ 
pact  of  shuttered  summer  schools,  which 
had  been  closed  by  the  cash-strapped 
school  district.  The  summer  swell  means 
Upper  Noe  will  hold  summer  camp  for 
the  first  time.  In  addition,  the  facility  will 
have  a  full  complement  of  staff,  includ¬ 
ing  two  new  juniorcamp  counselors,  says 


SUMMER  LINEUP 

Upper  Noe  Recreation  Center 
and  Park  will  offer  a  summer 
camp  for  children  ages  6  to  9,  from 
June  7  to  Aug.  13.  The  camp,  called 
Summer  Art  and  Sport  Explosion, 
has  slots  for  24  kids,  who  will  be  di¬ 
vided  into  two  groups.  The  camp  is 
all  day,  10  a. m.  to  4  p.m.,  and  an  ex¬ 
tended  day  care  is  available. 

Directors  Rocky  Henley  and  Tom 
Sandoval  will  also  host  a  drop-in 
Movie  and  Family  Night  every  Fri¬ 
day,  from  June  25  to  Aug.  13.  San¬ 
doval  will  coach  teen  basketball 
while  Henley  organizes  family  kick- 
ball  or  football  on  the  field.  If  the 
weather  turns  cold  or  wet.  they’ll 
move  everyone  inside  for  a  movie 
and  popcorn. 

Regular  summer  programming  in¬ 
cludes  athletics  for  adults  and  youth 
and  three  classes  for  toddlers.  Reg¬ 
ister  for  classes  and  camp  at  the  fa¬ 
cility  at  295  Day  Street  on  Saturday, 
June  5,  from  10  a.m.  to  3  p.m.;  and 
on  Monday  through  Friday,  June  7  to 
1 1,  from  4  to  7  p.m.  You  also  may 
sign  up  online  at  sfreconline.gov. 
Summer  camp  for  6-  and  7-year-olds 
at  the  site  has  already  been  filled, 
Henley  says.

Recreation  and  Park  Department  spokes¬ 
person  Elton  Pon. 

At  the  same  time,  the  mayor’s  office 
sought  to  close  the  city’s  $438  million 
budget  gap  by  sending  pink  slips  to 
15,000  city  employees.  Many  of  the  lay¬ 
offs  were  rescinded  following  union  ne¬ 
gotiations — including  some  in  Rec  and 
Park — but  those  affected  by  the  employee 
reorganization  remain  in  limbo,  says 
Rocky  Henley,  one  of  four  recreation  di¬ 
rectors  at  Upper  Noe. 

“They’re  setting  up  all  these  camps  and 
then  we  got  our  pink  slips,"  says  Henley, 
who  has  been  coaching  for  Rec  and  Park 
for  16  years.  “It’s  been  tricky.” 

Directors  like  Henley  could  be  pro¬ 
moted  to  a  more  senior  position,  she  ex¬ 
plains,  but  there  will  be  fewer  such  posi¬ 
tions  overall.  About  130  employees  will 
be  vying  for  58  jobs. 

Though  they  haven't  been  told  an  ex¬ 
act  date,  Henley  says  she  and  her  col¬ 
leagues  expect  the  ax  to  fall  during  the 
crowded  summer  schedule,  and  the  tim¬ 
ing  could  not  be  worse. 

“We’re  going  to  be  angry  and  upset,” 
she  says.  “It’s  going  to  be  a  very  odd  sum¬ 
mer,  that’s  for  sure.” 

Part-Time  ‘Recreation  Leaders’ 

Rec  and  Park  officials  lament  the  job 
losses,  but  say  the  department’s  reorgan¬ 
ization  will  save  money  while  adding  pro¬ 
gramming.  Today,  site-based  directors 
like  Henley  plan  and  lead  everything 
from  clay  classes  to  circuit  training  to 


softball,  says  Pon.  The  new  structure,  to 
be  implemented  when  school  starts  Aug. 
16,  will  centralize  planning  and  leave 
teaching  and  coaching  to  part-time  as- 
needed  “recreation  leaders,"  he  says. 

"We’re  moving  away  from  a  location- 
based  structure  and  looking  toward  a  city¬ 
wide  structure,"  Pon  says,  adding  that  the 
new  setup  follows  successful  models  in 
other  cities. 

Henley  says  she  hopes  to  make  the  cut, 
but  if  she  does,  she  will  miss  coaching 
children.  Parents  also  have  told  her  they 
will  miss  having  an  athletic  female  role 
model,  she  says. 

“I  still  want  to  be  with  the  children,  but 
I  feel  like  my  hands  are  tied  and  maybe 
this  is  the  next  step  in  my  life,”  says  Hen¬ 
ley,  who  came  to  Upper  Noe  last  Sep¬ 
tember.  As  part  of  her  application  to  be  a 


coordinator  responsible  for  one  program 
city  wide,  Henley  proposed  a  plan  for  girls 
athletics. 

One  such  part-time  program  coordina¬ 
tor  will  be  housed  at  Upper  Noe,  along¬ 
side  one  full-time  facility  coordinator 
who  will  bring  in  programming  based  on 
the  advice  of  a  local  community  advisory 
group,  says  Pon. 

That  group  is  likely  to  have  partici¬ 
pants  from  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  Recre¬ 
ation  Center,  established  in  2005  and 
made  up  of  neighbors  and  park  users. 

“It  does  seem  worrisome  that  they’re 
going  to  cut  back  on  staffing  time,”  says 
Friends  co-chair  Molly  Sterkel.  Her 
group’s  primary  concern  is  filling  the 
hours  with  programming,  be  that  public 
or  private,  she  says. 

“I’d  like  to  advocate  for  that  space  be¬ 
ing  used  every  hour  of  the  day — whoever 
rents  it,”  says  Sterkel.  “We  want  to  make 
sure  it’s  staffed  in  such  a  way  to  accom¬ 
modate  that,  and  it’s  hard  for  me  to  judge 
if  that’s  going  to  happen.” 

Meanwhile,  the  department  is  looking 
for  creative  ways  to  generate  revenue  that 
could  include  leasing  facilities  to  private 
recreation  services,  Pon  says. 

Douglass  Playground  over  on  Dou¬ 
glass  Street,  for  example,  is  an  afternoon 
latchkey  site  available  for  weekend 
rentals  such  as  birthday  parties.  The  de¬ 
partment  will  look  to  fill  the  site's  morn¬ 
ings  with  an  outside  group  that  could  of¬ 
fer  programming  independently  or 
partner  with  Rec  and  Park,  Pon  says. 

The  new  hours  of  operation  for  all  ma¬ 
jor  park  facilities  will  be  Tuesdays 
through  Fridays  from  10  a.m.  to  9:30 
p.m.,  Saturdays  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  and 
varied  hours  on  Sundays  and  Mondays. 
For  more  information,  go  to  sfreconline.

A  Respectable  April 

By  Corrie  M.  Anders 

Noe  Valley  home  shoppers  purchased 
10  single-family  dwellings  in  April, 
recording  double-digit  sales  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  month  in  a  row. 

“We're  continuing  to  see  the  good  ef¬ 
fects  of  what  appears  to  be  a  stabilizing 
economy,”  says  Randall  Kostick,  general 
sales  manager  for  Zephyr  Real  Estate. 
Zephyr  provides  the  Voice  with  monthly 
sales  data. 

The  April  tally  was  three  fewer  than  in 
March.  Still,  it  was  more  than  triple  the 
number  recorded  last  April,  when  just 
three  single-family  homes  changed  hands 
in  the  neighborhood. 

Though  the  current  real  estate  market 
has  tended  to  favor  buyers,  most  buyers 
in  April  chose  not  to  haggle  and  paid  the 
seller’s  asking  price. 

“There’s  just  enough  competition  that 


people  are  not  willing  to  try  and  lowball 
a  sales  price,”  Kostick  says.  “They  just 
take  the  price  if  they  think  it’s  a  fair 
price.” 

The  average  sales  price  for  April  was 
$1,269,100,  which  was  about  $100,000 
less  than  a  month  earlier.  Deals  took 
about  seven  weeks  to  close — two  weeks 
longer  than  in  March. 

Two  homes  sold  for  more  than  $2  mil¬ 
lion  in  April.  The  highest-priced  was  a 
$2,595,000  four-bedroom,  3.5-bath 
house  with  two-car  garage,  located  in  the 
4000  block  of  26th  Street  between  Noe 
and  Sanchez  streets. 

The  condominium  splurge  of  March, 
when  1 0  units  were  sold,  was  not  repeated 
in  April.  April  clocked  just  four  condo 
sales  in  Noe  Valley — the  same  as  in  April 
a  year  ago — and  buyers  on  average  paid 
7  percent  below  the  seller’s  asking  price. 

Condominiums  sold  at  an  average 
price  of  $990,000.  A  newly  built  property 
was  the  most  expensive  condo  sold  in 
April,  with  a  price  tag  just  under  $  1 .5  mil¬ 
lion.  The  three-bedroom,  two-bath  unit, 
with  one-car  parking,  is  located  in  the 
1000  block  of  Guerrero  Street  between 
22nd  and  23rd  streets.  ■ 

Note:  The  small  sample  sizes  in  the  above  com¬ 
parisons  may  limit  their  significance.

Noe  Slaying  Still 
Unsolved

San  Francisco  homicide  detectives 
continue  their  effort  to  solve  the  mur¬ 
der  of  Charles  McAleer-Bonilla,  who  was 
stabbed  to  death  April  8  outside  his  Noe 
Valley  residence. 

“They're  still  investigating  and  they’re 
following  up  on  the  strongest  leads,"  said 
Capt.  Louis  Cassanego,  commanding  of¬ 
ficer  of  Ingleside  Station. 

The  30-year-old  victim,  a  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Water  Department  employee,  was 
slain  on  the  threshold  of  the  28th  Street 
apartment  he  shared  with  his  mother  and 
teenage  son.  The  youth  now  lives  with  his 
mother,  Natasha  Morton-Morimoto.

Online  Shopping?  Rendezvous  at  the  Bank 

In  his  May  4  online  newsletter,  Ingleside  Station  Capt.  Louis  Cassanego  warned  of  the 
hazards  of  meeting  a  stranger  in  unfamiliar  surroundings. 

A  report  came  across  my  desk  of  a  robbery  with  a  knife.  The  victim  saw  an  advertise¬ 
ment  on  Craigslist.com  for  a  Microsoft  X-Box  and  agreed  to  meet  the  seller  in  the 
Sunnydale  Public  Housing  Community.  When  the  victim  arrived,  he  was  told  to  drive  to  a 
unit  a  block  or  two  away.  Once  at  the  new  location,  the  victim  was  set  upon  by  two  sus¬ 
pects  and  robbed  at  knifepoint.  Robberies  involving  Craigslist  ads  have  been  more  com¬ 
mon  in  the  East  Bay,  but  this  is  the  first  I've  heard  of  one  in  the  Visitacion  Valley  area. 

If  you  do  use  Craigslist  to  shop,  I  suggest  you  use  a  great  deal  of  caution.  The  suspect 
will  probably  bring  reinforcements,  know  you  have  an  approximate  amount  of  cash,  and 
be  familiar  with  the  terrain  of  the  meeting.  When  a  possible  victim  arrives,  the  suspect 
can  assess  if  the  victim  is  alone,  vulnerable,  and  naive.  The  suspect  has  all  the  advantages 
and  can  simply  walk  away,  if  he  suspects  something  is  awry. 

One  way  to  avoid  being  a  victim  is  to  meet  the  seller  in  a  public  forum,  where  there  are 
plenty  of  people  about  and  security  and  video  cameras  are  the  standard.  For  example,  you 
can  ask  the  seller  to  meet  you  in  your  bank,  where  you  can  withdraw  the  cash  when  the 
deal  is  struck.

Store  Trek  is  a  regular  Voice  feature 
profiling  stores  and  businesses  in  Noe 
Valley.  This  month,  we  introduce  a 
French  inspired  cafe  and  a  psychothera¬ 
pist  who  focuses  on  couples  counseling. 

La  Boulange  de  Noe

"We  try  to  bring  to  the  neighborhood  a 
little  piece  of  France,”  says  Thomas  Lefort, 
co-owner  of  La  Boulange  de  Noe,  the  col¬ 
orful  bakery/cafe  that  arrived  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  24th  and  Sanchez  streets  last  fall. 

In  Noe  Valley,  a  little  piece  of  France 
goes  a  long  way. 

From  opening  day  Nov.  17,  customers 
have  flocked  to  La  Boulange,  eager  to 
sample  the  French  onion  soup,  quiche 
Lorraine,  croque  monsieur,  and  pink 
Parisian  macarons. 

Boulange  in  French,  says  Lefort, 
means  a  place  that  sells  bread  but  doesn’t 
bake  it  on  the  premises.  “We  make  every¬ 
thing  we  sell  from  scratch,"  he  says,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  employees  bake  the  breads 
off-site  so  they  can  ensure  they  are  “au¬ 
thentic,  fresh,  rustic  products”  if  la  the 
French  countryside. 

But  La  Boulange  the  cafe  offers  more 
than  baguettes,  batards,  and  other  French 
breads.  You  can  find  pastries,  French 
toast,  egg  frittatas,  veggie  burgers,  sand¬ 
wiches  served  on  multi-grain  bread  (with 
sides  of  greens  or  chips),  salads,  soups, 
and  desserts,  all  for  under  $  1 0.  Beverages 
include  wine,  beer,  fresh  juices,  tea,  and 
organically  grown  coffee — served  in  a 
cup  and  saucer  or  a  large  bowl. 

Lefort  says  the  most  popular  menu 
items  these  days  are  the  almond  croissant 
($2.75),  the  Boulange  Club  sandwich 
with  turkey,  bacon,  and  avocado  ($9),  and 
the  Salade  Nigoisc,  with  tuna*  potatoes, 
tomato,  roasted  red  pepper,  olives,  and 
green  beans  ($10). 

Specials  planned  for  the  month  of  June 
include  a  panzanella  bread  salad  ($9.50), 


a  spring  vegetable  open-faced  sandwich 
($9),  and  veal  Bolognese  with  organic 
penne  ($1 1 ).  A  cherry  flan  ($3.25)  and  a 
strawberry  rhubarb  tart  ($3.75)  top  the  list 
of  summer  sweets. 

Natural  light  fills  La  Boulange  as  din¬ 
ers  watch  the  passing  parade  on  24th 
Street  or  their  fellow  patrons  sitting  at  ta¬ 
bles  outside  on  Sanchez.  According  to 
Lefort,  finding  a  sunny  corner  spot  in  a 
Victorian  building  in  Noe  Valley  took 
much  patience.  “We  had  been  looking  at 
Noe  for  quite  a  time.  It  was  the  fourth  lo¬ 
cation  we  looked  at  in  four  years,”  says 
Lefort,  who  spent  four  months  renovat¬ 
ing  the  former  home  of  Noe  Valley  Pizza 


Restaurant.  “We  were  ecstatic  to  get  in.” 

Lefort  says  he  liked  the  neighborhood 
because  of  its  family  orientation. 

Noe  Valley  also  seemed  a  logical 
choice  because  Lefort’s  business  partner, 
Pascal  Rigo,  lives  close  by  on  25th  Street. 
Lefort  describes  Rigo,  who  opened  La 
Boulangerie,  the  “mother  store,”  in 
1999,  as  “a  baker  by  trade  his  entire  life, 
who  studied  in  France.  He’s  a  creative 
person  behind  the  concept,  who  oversees 
production.”  In  2003,  Lefort  joined  Rigo, 
bringing  his  business  background  into  the* 
mix,  and  in  2006  a  silent  partner  joined 
the  company,  providing  financial  stabil¬ 
ity  and  facilitating  its  expansion. 

La  Boulange  de  Noe  is  the  partners’ 

1 1th  bakery /cafe  and  their  ninth  in  San 
Francisco. 

“Each  store  has  its  own  identity," 
Lefort  says.  As  for  the  purple  and  orange 
facade  at  La  Boulange  de  Noe,  "Boulange 
blue  is  our  main  color.  The  awnings  are 
always  pumpkin.  We  test  different  colors 
to  make  sure  they  will  fit  in  with  the 
buildings,  street  and  surroundings.” 

The  Noe  Valley  outlet  can  accommo¬ 
date  up  to  74  people  at  its  wood  tables  and 
counters.  “We  get  a  bit  of  everything — 
young  hipsters,  an  older  person  getting  a 
pastry,  strollers,  merchants,  young  moth¬ 
ers,  people  who  work  from  home  and 
some  professionals,”  says  Lefort.  “On 
weekends,  people  come  in  who  want  a 
place  to  hang  out.” 

La  Boulange  does  not  provide  wi-fi  In¬ 
ternet  access,  though.  “We're  not  a  Pari¬ 
sian  cafd,”  says  Lefort.  “We’re  country.” 

La  Boulange  de  Noe  is  open  from  7 
a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  seven  days  a  week.  As  a 
gift  to  store  patrons,  this  summer  La 
Boulange  will  offer  a  20  percent  discount 
on  adult  tickets  to  the  de  Young  Mu¬ 
seum’s  “Birth  of  Impressionism"  exhi¬ 
bition  (running  through  Sept.  6).  Go  to 
laboulangebakery.com  for  a  coupon  ID.

When  two  people  share  the  same  roof 
and  bed,  problems  are  sure  to  arise.

Two 
years  ago,  he  moved  his  practice  from 
24th  Street  to  GetzWell’s  warm  and 
sunny  space,  because  “psychotherapy  can 
be  isolating."  Part  of  his  rationale  for 
working  within  a  pediatrics  practice  was 
to  take  advantage  of  the  “cross-pollina¬ 
tion”  that  occurs  with  other  healthcare 
providers. 

He  also  enjoys  the  neighborhood  and 
its  restaurants.  “The  neighborhood  is  con¬ 
ducive  to  having  a  good  time.” 

This  summer,  he  and  colleague  Derron 
Santin  will  launch  a  Noe  Valley  therapy 
group  designed  specifically  for  men, 
called  “Embrace  Work  and  Relationship 
with  Passion  and  Grace.”  It  will  be  lim¬ 
ited  to  six  to  eight  clients  and  will  meet 
once  a  week  for  eight  weeks.  For  more  in¬ 
formation  go  to  solutions4couples.com.

You’re  on  a  Hunt 

You  can  pul  your  physical  skills  and  map 
savvy  to  the  test  during  the  Night  &  Day 
Challenge,  a  citywide  urban  endurance 
scavenger  hunt  that  starts  at  the  Douglass 
Park  clubhouse  June  5  and  covers  all  of  San 
Francisco. 

Launched  in  Seattle  in  2003  by  two 
friends,  the  Night  &  Day  Challenge  is  an  ur¬ 
ban  version  of  Rogaining,  the  sport  of  long¬ 
distance  cross-country  navigation  that  orig¬ 
inated  in  Australia  in  the  1940s.  Participants 
work  in  teams  of  two  to  five  people  to  find 
60  designated  checkpoints  in  a  chosen  time, 
of  three,  seven,  or  16  hours. 

Contestants  can  start  plotting  their  course 
at  2:30  p.m„  when  each  team  will  receive  a 
combined  topographical  and  street  map  of 
the  city,  with  the  locations  of  the  check¬ 
points  circled,  says  event  coordinator  An¬ 
drea  Gardner.  Most  street  names  do  not  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  map,  and  each  checkpoint  is 
described  in  generic  terms,  such  as  “tower” 
or  “brick  building,  NE  comer  of  intersec¬ 
tion.” 

The  physical  race  starts  at  4  p.m.  in  a 
flurry  of  wheels  and  feet.  The  time  cate¬ 
gories  are  further  broken  down  by  mode  of 
transportation:  foot,  bike,  orduathlon  for  the 
two  longer  races.  Teams  win  points  by  cor¬ 
rectly  answering  a  question  that  can  only  be 
answered  by  visiting  the  site,  such  as  “What 
is  the  second  word  on  the  manhole  cover  3 
meters  south  of  the  tower?”  Wrong  guesses 
are  severely  penalized. 


This  year’s  course  was  designed  by  Eric 
Bone,  one  of  the  Night  &  Day  founders,  and 
it  is  the  fourth  race  in  San  Francisco,  Gard¬ 
ner  says.  Though  Seattle  has  its  own  race 
every  year,  the  San  Francisco  challenge  is 
popular  enough  to  draw  contestants  from  the 
.Emerald  City  as  well  as  from  surrounding 
areas  in  California,  Gardner  says. 

"The  16-hour  event  pulls  in  a  different 
crowd  because  it’s  really  an  endurance  chal¬ 
lenge,”  Gardner  says. 

Between  150  and  200  people  participate, 
many  of  them  with  children,  Gardner  notes. 
For  that  reason,  contestant  categories  also 
include  people  running  with  strollers  and 
kids  on  bikes. 

“We  want  kids  to  feel  successful  and  have 
a  good  time,”  she  says.

Biopics  Rule  at 
LGBT  Film  Festival 

Howl,  a  movie  about  Beat  Generation 
poet  Allen  Ginsberg  With  actor  James 
Franco  in  the  lead  role,  will  screen  this 
month  as  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  34th 
annual  San  Francisco  International  LGBT 
Film  Festival. 

The  festival,  which  runs  June  17  to  27, 
will  include  219  feature-length  and  short 
films  from  countries  as  far  afield  as  Brazil, 
China,  Norway,  Tunisia,  and  the  Bahamas. 
The  majority  of  the  films  shown  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  will  be  screened  at  the  Castro  Theatre, 


but  the  Roxie  and  Victoria  theaters  arc  also 
venues  for  54  films. 

Howl  is  the  collaborative  effort  of  San 
Francisco’s  Academy  Award-winning  film¬ 
makers  Rob  Epstein  (The  Times  of  Harvey 
Milk)  and  Jeffrey  Friedman  (The  Celluloid 
Closet).  Epstein  and  Friedman  combined 
genres  to  portray  the  poet  at  the  dawn  of  a 
literary  revolution — with  a  cast  that  also  in¬ 
cludes  David  Strathaim  as  the  prosecutor  in 
Ginsberg’s  1957  obscenity  trial,  and  Jon 
Hamm  (star  of  TV’s  Mad  Men). 

Howl's  screening  on  June  27  is  the  festi¬ 
val’s  grand  finale,  with  a  closing-night  gala 
at  the  Botanical  Gardens  included  in  the  $50 
ticket.  The  event  gets  under  way  at  7:30  p.m. 
at  the  Castro  Theatre,  429  Castro  Street. 

The  festival  opens  June  17,  with  a  7  p.m. 
showing  at  the  Castro  of  The  Secret  Diaries 
of  Miss  Anne  Lister,  a  BBC-produced  drama 
portraying  the  true  story  of  a  British  lesbian 
who  defied  Victorian  conventions  by  living 
with  a  female  lover  until  her  death  in  1 840. 
The  film  is  based  on  Lister’s  diaries,  which 
were  concealed  in  code  and  only  recently 
deciphered. 

The  festival’s  centerpiece,  playing  June 
22  at  the  Castro,  is  the  Colombian  feature 
film  Contracorriente  (Undertow),  about  a 
married  fisherman  who  tries  to  reconcile  his 
attraction  to  his  male  lover  in  the  face  of  vil¬ 
lage  disapproval.

The  Spires  Are  Back 

By  Judy  Vaughn 

When  you've  lived  in  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  47  years  and  you  regularly 
walk  the  hills  from  24th  Street 
to  the  Mission,  you  sense  the  rhythm  of 
the  landscape,  how  it  often  changes  and 
sometimes  how  it  never  changes  at  all. 

You  notice  when  the  leaves  turn  red 
and  fall  off  the  trees  at  your  feet. 

You  look  to  the  Oakland  skyline  in  the 
distance  and  say.  Wow!  how  great  it  is  to 
live  on  these  hills. 

You  wonder  what  the  neighborhood 
was  like  when  there  were  only  cows  from 
Mitchell  Dairy  Farm  grazing  on  the 
slopes  beyond  29th  Street. 

The  twin  spires  of  St.  Paul’s  Catholic- 
Church,  newly  tiled  and  whitewashed,  are 
a  reminder  of  how  things  used  to  be.  And 
after  months  of  being  shrouded  in  black 
netting,  they're  finally  in  full  view  again. 

From  September  2009  until  April 
2010,  parishioners  walked  through  two- 
story  scaffolding  to  attend  services.  Out¬ 
side.  waiting  for  the  J-Church  streetcar, 
sidewalk  superintendents  watched  work¬ 
men  scale  the  heights,  hoisting  up  planks 
one  at  a  time  until  they  reached  the  golden 
orbs  and  seven-foot 
crosses.  Cab  drivers 
took  note  of  the  spec¬ 
tacle.  Out-of-town 
visitors  craned  their 
necks  to  see  the  top  of 
the  spires. 

People  who  live  in 
the  valley,  even  non- 
Catholics  who  may  never  actually  go  in¬ 
side  the  church,  have  always  known  that 
St.  Paul's  steeples  dominate  the  neigh¬ 
borhood.  They  can  be  seen  from  every  di¬ 
rection — from  Potrero  Hill  and  Bernal 
Heights  to  Diamond  Heights. 

Construction  work,  which  began  be¬ 
cause  a  few  tiles  had  come  loose,  ulti¬ 
mately  became  a  production  of  major  pro¬ 
portions,  says  Katy  O’Shea,  who  chairs 
the  church's  capital  campaign. 

“The  slate  had  been  there  almost  a  hun¬ 
dred  years.  We  couldn't  afford  to  take  a 
chance  more  would  fall.” 

Was  the  work  disruptive?  Not  really, 
she  says.  Some  brides  may  have  been  un¬ 
happy  they  couldn't  have  their  pictures 
taken  on  the  front  steps,  but  vows  were 
said,  services  were  held,  and  the  congre¬ 
gation  worked  around  it. 

Early  History 

Demographics  have  shifted  over  the 
years,  but  there’s  a  tangible  cultural  dy¬ 
namic  in  Noe  Valley  that  defies  country 
of  origin. 

After  Native  Americans  came  the 
Spanish  and  Mexicans,  like  Jose  Corne- 
lio  de  Bernal  and  Jose  de  Jesus  Noe.  the 
future  alcalde  (mayor)  of  Yerba  Buena. 
Finally,  there  was  John  Horner,  among 
the  235  Mormons  who  sailed  around  the

tie.  But  those  are  tales  for  another  time. 

For  St.  Paul's,  the  story  starts  with  the 
next  wave  of  immigrants — the  Irish. 

When  you're  out  walking  the  hills  of 
Noe  Valley,  picture  an  earnest  young 
priest  from  County  Cork,  Ireland,  riding 
through  the  sand  and  mud  on  horseback 
in  the  early  1880s. 
One  of  more  than  a 
thousand  missionar¬ 
ies  sent  throughout 
the  world  from  All 
Hallows  College  in 
Dublin,  Fr.  Lawrence 
Breslin  tended  to 
200  families  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  the  city.  And  on  Sun¬ 
days  he  celebrated  mass  at  the  corner  of 
Noe  and  Valley  streets. 

The  building  he  used,  which  is  still 
standing,  was  a  hospital  erected  and  later 
abandoned  by  the  Italian  Benevolent  So¬ 
ciety.  Evidently,  the  hospital  had  hoped 
to  offer  recuperative  care  ''out  in  the 
country"  for  people  from  town.  But  let’s 
face  it,  town  was  four  miles  away,  and  in 
those  days  getting  out  to  this  valley  was 
a  daunting  trek.  Twenty-eighth  Street  was 
called  Dale,  and  29th  was  Vale.  And  then, 
like  now,  the  building  was  uphill  from  al¬ 
most  any  direction. 

The  First  Church 

To  imagine  the  church  Breslin  eventu¬ 
ally  built  in  1 897,  go  to  the  corner  of  29th 
and  Church  streets  and  envision  a  modi¬ 
fied  Gothic-style  wooden  building  on  the 
northwest  corner.  Think  of  a  gaslight  fix¬ 
ture  out  front,  with  a  lamplighter. 
Stel lings  Grocery  was  nearby  and  the 
Fairmount  Market,  now  Drewes  Brothers 
Meat  Market  (note  the  sign  on  the  store¬ 
front). 

Donovan's  coal  and  wood  yard  was 
next,  with  a  saloon  at  Day  and  Church  and 
a  Methodist  church  down  the  street.  And 
let's  have  a  tip  of  the  hat,  if  you  please, 
to  Mrs.  Kelly,  "the  genial  Irish  lady"  who 
lived  in  one  of  the  small  cottages  next 
door. 

Resilience 

Resilience  is  a  handy  word  for  the 
folks  at  St.  Paul's.  Remember,  this  is  a 
congregation  whose  forbears  reputedly 
hauled  down  rocks  from  the  Castro  Street 
quarry  at  the  top  end  of  29th  Street  to 
build  the  present  church,  which  was  ded¬ 
icated  in  1911. 

These  were  the  folks  who  salvaged 


cobblestones  forthe  church's  facade  from 
the  infamous  rubble  of  City  Hall,  after  the 
1 906  earthquake  destroyed  it  in  46  sec¬ 
onds. 

These  were  the  plucky  Sisters  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary  (BVMs),  who  had 
come  out  to  teach  from  Dubuque,  Iowa, 
and  during  the  1918  influenza  outbreak, 
canceled  classes  to  minister  to  the  sick 
and  dying.  Picture  mass  funerals  held  in 
the  school  courtyard  as  the  church  bells 
tolled  from  six  in  the  morning  until  two 
in  the  afternoon. 

This  is  the  church  that  invited  Whoopi 
Goldberg  and  the  Disney  crew  to  film  on¬ 
site  for  a  couple  of  months  in  1991  and 
rearranged  their  schedules  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  studio.  They  also  agreed  to  let  the 
family  of  one  prospective  bride  paint  over 
the  film's  graffiti  so  their  daughter's  big 
day  could  be  photographed. ..on  the  front 
steps,  of  course! 

And  Rebuilding 

These  are  the  people  who — after  the 
Loma  Prieta  earthquake  and  after  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  a  law  restricting  unreinforced  ma¬ 
sonry  buildings — found  the  cost  of  retro¬ 
fitting  their  buildings  so  steep  they  had  to 
come  out  fighting  for  their  very  life  to 
save  the  parish. 

It  was  painful,  but  the  people  of  St. 
Paul's  accepted  the  challenge.  They  sold 
the  primary  and  high  school  buildings 
(they're  condos  now).  They  rebuilt  the 
grade  school  from  scratch. 

Today,  the  BVMs  are  gone,  replaced 
by  secular  teachers.  But  you  can  often  see 
■Mother  Teresa's  Sisters  of  Charity,  two 
by  two,  on  the  J  streetcar  and  the  24-Di- 
visadero  bus  saying  their,  beads  on  the 
way  to  serving  the  homeless  downtown. 
Look  to  the  rooftop  of  the  old  grammar 
school  convent  adjoining  the  church.  On 
laundry  day,  their  clean  white  robes  and 
bedclothes  flutter  in  the  fresh  air. 

Loyalty  and  Longevity 

Families  who  were  helped  by  the 
church  during  the  Great  Depression  re¬ 
main  on  the  rolls.  Graduates  from  the 
high  school  turn  up  in  enthusiastic  num¬ 
bers  forclass  reunions.  Many,  in  fact,  still 
live  in  the  immediate  neighborhood. 

To  describe  the  loyalty  and  longevity 
of  old-timers.  O'Shea  points  out  that  Fa¬ 
ther  Kevin  Gaffey,  himself  baptized  and 
brought  up  in  St.  Paul’s  Parish,  married 
three  generations  of  one  family.  Think  of 
the  changes  he  would  have  seen  during 
that  time.  In  the  early  days,  he  would  have 


sung  the  mass  in  Latin.  By  the  1960s. 
through  the  innovations  of  Vatican  II.  the 
words  he  and  other  priests  said  were  in  the 
vernacular — now  English  and  Spanish. 

Ask  a  neighbor  about  the  history  of  St. 
Paul's  and  she's  quick  to  pay  respect  to 
the  past.  "We're  late  to  the  parish."  she  de¬ 
murs.  "We've  only  been  here  20  years...." 

Even  in  those  20  years,  there  have 
been  changes.  Today,  music  at  Sunday 
mass  comes  from  contemporary  musi¬ 
cians  playing  with  contemporary  enthu¬ 
siasm.  a  far  cry  from  the  Ave  Marias  of  a 
century  ago.  After  serving  as  extras  in 
Whoopi's  Sister  Acj.  this  congregation 
has  never  been  quite  the  same!  As  Google 
buses  glide  silently  through  the  streets, 
it's  likely  that  even  techies  with  laptops 
have  found  their  way  into  St.  Paul's  nave. 

And  Memories  Remain 

When  there's  a  hearse  parked  in  front 
of  the  church,  you  can  pretty  well  assume 
it  carries  the  body  of  an  old-time  parish¬ 
ioner  who  worshipped  there  for  many 
years. 

When  1 2  bridesmaids  show  up  on  the 
sidewalk  outside,  you  might  not  be  wrong 
to  guess  the  Lundies  have  deep  emotional 
ties  to  the  building  and  the  neighborhood. 

When  your  family  has'  second-  and 
third-generation  bonds  to  a  church  like 
this,  when  reunions  include  the  Murphys, 
the  Ryans,  and  the  Lyons,  when  your 
dad's  dad  grew  up  around  the  corner  off 
Castro,  and  your  great-grandma  used  to 
walk  your  grandpa  and  his  brother  to 
school  from  27th  Street....  such  a  church 
has  special  meaning. 

Last  year,  the  Murphy  family — prepar¬ 
ing  for  the  wedding  of  their  son  and  fu¬ 
ture  daughter-in-law  this  summer — pur¬ 
chased  a  print  of  Royce  Vaughn's 
painting  of  the  church  as  an  engagement 
gift,  a  reminder  of  the  family's  ties  to  the 
parish. 

That  gilt,  the  newly  tiled  spires,  and 
years  ol  walking  the  hills  surrounding  this 
lovely  valley  prompted  me  to  write  this 
story.  ■

How  do  you  go  about  finding  something 
good  to  read?  There  are  plenty  of 
strategies,  from  browsing  the  shelves  at  the 
library,  to  reading  book  reviews,  to  asking 
your  friends  for  recommendations.  Some 
people  choose  an  author  and  read  all  of  his 
or  her  works.  Others  pore  over  lists  of  liter¬ 
ary  awards,  such  as  the  Man  Booker  Prize, 
National  Book  Award,  Pulitzer  Prize,  or  the 
Nobel  Prize.  In  addition  to  providing  a  big 
selection  of  books,  the  San  Francisco 
Library  also  offers  you  tools  to  help  you 
identify  books  and  writers  you  will  enjoy. 

Browsing  at  the  Library 

When  you’re  at  the  Noe  Valley  Library, 
you'll  find  the  most  recent  acquisitions  in 
the  New  Books  areas.  There  are  separate 
sections  for  fiction,  non-fiction  (including 
biographies),  new  mysteries,  and  new  sci¬ 
ence  fiction.  The  library  often  displays  inter¬ 
esting  older  books  you  may  have  missed  in 
the  display  area  surrounding  the  stairwell. 

Copies  of  current  and  past  One  City  One 
Book  and  On  the  Same  Page:  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Reads  selections  are  located  in  the  dis¬ 
play  area  next  to  the  elevator.  These  books 
are  a  great  resource  when  you’re  in  a  hurry 
and  want  to  grab  something  entertaining  or 
thought-provoking. 

Bookmarks  is  a  bimonthly  magazine 
designed  to  provide  readers  with  ideas  for 
what  to  read  next.  It’s  full  of  book  reviews, 
articles  about  contemporary  authors,  and 
lists  of  new  and  upcoming  titles,  readers' 
recommendations,  and  award-winners. 
Bookmarks  also  features  profiles  of  book 
groups,  where  members  share  their  favorite 
book  selections.  Issues  are  available  in  the 
library’s  magazine  area.

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By  late  afternoon  that  same  Friday,  An¬ 
dres  Power  e-mailed  a  letter  to  “Noe  Val¬ 
ley  Neighbors”  on  the  P2P’s  e-mail  list. 
The  letter,  of  course,  was  immediately 
launched  into  the  blogosphere  by  Noe- 
ValleySF. 

Although  Power  graded  the  matter’s 
importance  “low”  and  NoeValleySF  went 
along,  headlining  the  letter  “Noe  Valley 
Plaza:  No  News  Is  No  News,”  it  was  ma¬ 
jor  news  to  many  of  those  in  the  thick  of 
things. 

First,  Power  informed  the  electronic-us 
that  a  second  community  meeting,  initial¬ 
ly  set  for  June  1 ,  had  been  postponed  un¬ 
til  “early  to  mid-June.” 

Second,  Powers  wrote  that  P2P  was 
committed  “to  taking  a  reasoned  and  tem¬ 
pered  approach  to  seeing  if  there  can  be 
consensus”  for  the  trial  plaza  on  Noe,  “or 
some  other  street  in  the  neighborhood.” 

Third,  and  most  significantly.  Power 
said,  “Based  on  the  comments  we  heard 
at  the  workshop,  we  also  believe  it  would 
be  prudent  to  explore  the  idea  of  installing 
test  ‘parklets’— the  temporary  repurpos¬ 
ing  of  a  few  on-street  parking  spaces  in 
one  or  more  locations  along  24th  Street.”

PLAZA,  SI,  PARKLETS,  NON:  Neither 
the  pro-plaza  nor  anti-plaza  constituents 
seem  too  happy  about  the  Planning  De¬ 
partment’s  widening  the  scope  the  proj¬ 
ect. 

Roddick  says  that  when  the  NVA 
signed  on  with  P2P,  “it  was  for  a  plaza. 
The  NVA  made  a  commitment  to  that,  and 
the  idea  of  having  parklets  was  not  on  the 
table.”  He  also  is  a  little  piqued  that  P2P 
keeps  coming  up  with  surprises. 

“They  really  haven’t  yet  talked  to  us 
about  the  details  of  the  parklets,  or  other 
alternatives  [such  as]  creating  a  plaza  that 
could  also  accommodate  traffic,  perhaps

We  vs.  Us

PLAZAMAN1A  continued  to  spread  in 
May— in  the  cafes,  in  the  blogs,  and  in 
the  pages  of  the  Noe  Valley  Voice  (see 
page  1  and  Letters).  In  fact,  the  news  was 
so  viral ,  it  spread  way  past  deadline .  With 
the  paper  almost  put  to  bed,  the  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  Bureau  of  Investigation  (NVBI)  has 
been  enlisted  to  help  supply  the  real  ru¬ 
mors  behind  the  news. 

As  Voice  readers  know,  the  plaza- 
meaning  a  temporary  plaza  on  Noe  Street 
at  24th  — started  as  a  gleam  in  the  eye  of 
the  Mayor’s  Pavement  to  Parks  program 
(P2P)  and  some  members  of  the  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  Association.  The  idea  was  a  palm- 
filled  minipark  where  people  could  bask 
in  the  sun  while  sitting  in  the  middle  of 
the  street.  If  P2P  had  had  its  way,  the  tri¬ 
al  run  would  have  started  by  the  summer 
solstice. 

But  the  plaza  has  become  the  most  po¬ 
larizing  issue  Noe  Valley  has  seen  in  a 
while. 

The  first  community  meeting  (on  April 
8)  showed  there  are  many  cracks  in  No- 
eville.  Neighbors  lined  up  on  opposite 
sides  of  St.  Philip’s  hall  to  vehemently 
speak  their  mind  to  the  P2P  go-to  guy  at 
the  Planning  Department,  Andres  Power. 
Half  argued  Just  Try  It.  The  rest  said  No 
Way. 

Since  the  meeting,  each  side  has  been 
churning  out  petitions  for  their  support¬ 
ers  to  sign.  Debates  are  raging  in  the 


blogs,  with  lengthy  commentary  that  at 
times  turns  inflammatory. 

Younger  people  are  perceived  to  be 
against  older  people,  cyclists  against 
those  with  cars. 

Neighborhood  progressives,  and  there 
are  many,  appear  excited  to  “try”  the 
plaza,  while  more  conservative  Noe 
Valleons  call  the  plaza  plan  too  radical  or 
just  plain  dumb.  Then  there  are  the  oppo¬ 
nents  who  live  near  ground  zero  on  Noe 
Street.  They’ve  been  pitted  against  those 
who  live  elsewhere  in  the  Valley  or  in  the 
Heights— Fairmount,  Diamond,  Liberty, 
and  Dolores — who  see  no  harm  in  the  no¬ 
ble  experiment. 

Supporters  argue  that  the  emphasis  is 
on  “temporary,”  and  if  the  plaza  doesn’t 
work,  the  city  will  have  it  removed  and 
open  the  street  again.  However,  many  be¬ 
lieve  that  if  a  “temporary”  plaza  is  creat¬ 
ed,  it  will  be  impossible  to  remove  it  and 
it  will  become  a  blight  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.

PLAZA  SWEET:  Some  people  have 
plaza  fever.  In  mid-May,  Bob  Roddick, 
president  of  the  Noe  Valley  Merchants 
and  Professionals  Association,  wrote  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  Voice,  expressing 
his  organization’s  unanimous  support  for 
the  plaza  proposal  (see  page  7).  Curious¬ 
ly,  at  least  to  the  NVBI,  the  letter  wound 
up  first  on  the  NoeValleySF  blog.  (By 
Memorial  Day,  there  had  been  1 20  com¬ 
ments,  but  most  were  by  a  dozen  com¬ 
mentators  with  a  great  deal  of  time  on 
their  fingers.) 

Meanwhile,  the  Not  on  Noe  contingent 
was  planning  a  surprise  trip  to  City  Hall. 
Almost  20  people  showed  up  at  2  p.m.  for 
the  May  13  meeting  of  the  SF  Planning 
Commission.  They  wanted  to  present 
their  petitions  and  express  their  objec¬ 
tions  to  the  closure  of  Noe  Street ,  through 
two  spokespersons,  longtime  Noe  Val- 


leyites  Dan  Duncan  and  Joel  Panzer. 

Duncan  and  Panzer  knew  that  general¬ 
ly  the  Planning  Commission  only  allows 
discussion  of  items  placed  on  its  agenda. 
However,  they  also  knew  the  public  was 
allowed  three  minutes  to  address  the  com¬ 
mission,  at  either  the  first  or  the  last  half 
hour  of  the  meeting.  The  Not  Noe  group 
arrived  late  for  the  first  half  hour,  since 
the  commissioners  started  the  proceed¬ 
ings  at  1:30  sharp. 

Undaunted,  the  group  prepared  to 
spend  the  afternoon  waiting  for  their  op¬ 
portunity.  But  by  6  o’clock,  it  was  clear 
that  the  end-of  the  meeting  would  be  hours 
away,  and  many  left. 

“By  10:30,”  says  Panzer,  “we  were 
down  to  three,  but  ready  to  give  our  three- 
minute  presentation.” 

According  to  Panzer,  they  presented 
Commission  Chair  Ron  Miguel  with  the 
petitions  and  posters,  “and  although 
everyone  was  really  tired  by  that  hour,  all 
the  commissioners  seemed  surprised  to 
hear  about  the  neighborhood  controver¬ 
sy.  The  chairman  said,  ‘We  will  have  to 
look  at  the  Pavement  to  Parks  program 
and  its  implementation,’  and  turned  to  the 
Planning  Department  representative  for 
comment.  He  [Miguel]  was  told  that  the 
plan  was  off  the  table,  which  I  interpret¬ 
ed  to  mean  the  end  of  it.  We  left  City  Hall 
feeling  we  had  achieved  our  goal.”

BACK  ON  THE  TABLE:  For  the  record, 
the  Planning  Department’s  representative 
was  Kelly  Amdur,  director  of  neighbor¬ 
hood  planning.  Amdur  said  by  the  next 
da^,  Friday,  May  1 4,  she  had  learned  from 
David  Alumbaugh,  director  of  city  wide 
planning  services,  that  the  plaza  plans 
were  still  very  much  on  the  table.  Says 
Amdur,  “I  had  misspoken  when  I  re¬ 
sponded  at  the  time  to  Ron  Miguel  that 
the  plaza  project  was  ‘  put  on  hold  ’  and  we 
were  not  currently  pursuing  the  project.” 
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one-way,  on  Noe,  or  a  plaza  down  the 
middle  of  the  street,”  says  Roddick. 

Roddick  also  thinks  that  plaza  space 
could  be  created  in  bus  stops’  red  zones. 
“If  we  were  having  parklets,”  says  Rod¬ 
dick,  “then  how  about  extending  all  of  the 
bus  stops  on  the  comer  of  24th  and  Cas¬ 
tro  and  create  bubbles  for  the  passengers 
to  board?” 

He  says  the  key  objection  from  the 
NV MPA  is  “merchants  don ’t  want  to  have 
parklets  take  up  parking  spaces.” 

As  for  the  Not  on  Noe  group.  Panzer 
says  he  thinks  most  of  the  no  folks  would 
consider  the  parklet  concept  or  other  ideas 
that  would  keep  Noe  Street  open.  But  he 
fears  the  pro-plaza  group  is  not  willing  to 
compromise,  especially  on  the  issue  of 
closing  Noe  Street.  “We  are  hearing  that 
the  pro-plaza  people  want  to  ‘try  it'  since 
that  was  the  deal,  and  that  it  is  an  all-or- 
none  proposition,” 

In  an  effort  to  be  extra  vigilant,  his 
group  fanned  out  across  Noe  Valley  on 
Saturday,  May  23,  going  door  to  door 
looking  for  neighbors’  support.

YOU’ VE  GOT  FRIENDS:  All  this  debate 
has  renewed  interest  in  the  Friends  of  Noe 
Valley,  a  group  that  has  championed  the 
residents’  cause  for  nearly  40  years.  In  the 
last  few  years,  the  group  has  been  meet¬ 
ing  sporadically,  except  when  organizing  _ 
events  like  the  Book  Week  and  the  Gar¬ 
den  Tour  (don’t  forget  to  go  June  12).
